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REMARKS. 





The District of Wandsworth was added to the Metropolis at the beginning of the Year 1844; 
and the Return for the present Quarter is derived from 115 Districts, divided into 576. Registrars’ 
Districts. Thirty-four of the Districts are included in the Metropolis; and the remaining eighty-one 
Districts comprise, with some Agricultural Parishes, the principal Towns and Cities of England. The 
Population was 6,578,912 in 1841. 


Taste 1.—46,041 Deaths were registered in the Winter Quarter of 1844; namely, 13,471 
in the Metropolis, and 32,570 in the other eighty-one Districts; the average of the corresponding 
Quarters of 1838-42 having been 13,266 for the Metropolis, 32,085 for the other Districts, 
45,351 for the Metropolis and the other Districts together. The Deaths were, therefore, 690 above 
the average of those five Winters. 400 of the excess being substracted for the additional day in 
Leap-year, 290 are left. 


But the Population has been found at all the Censuses to be increasing rapidly in the Town 
Districts, partly by the excess of Births over Deaths, and partly by immigration. The Population of | 
the fifty-nine most populous Districts in the Return increased at the rate of 6.3 per cent. every four 
years, from 1831 to 1841; and it is, therefore, probable that the Population did not increase less than 
5 per cent. in the four years from the Winter Quarter of 1840 to the Winter Quarter of 1844. The 
' average with which the 46,041 (—400) Deaths in the Quarter ending March 31st, 1844, should 
consequently be compared is 47,619. 


Taste III.—The Metropolis has been less healthy than in previous years; but the mortality 
is not so much above the average as in the Autumn Quarter of 1843. ‘The average employed in the 
Table was derived from the Returns of the five years, 1839—43. It will be observed that 252 
_ persons died of Small-pox, which was fatal to only 114 persons in the preceding Autumn Quarter. 
The great majority of these persons were Children, and had not been vaccinated. Measles and 
_ Scarlatina were declining, yet 334 persons died of the former, 536 of the latter disease. Influenza, 
Bronchitis, and Pneumonia, destroyed more than the average number of lives in the Metropolis; and | 
| their fatality, particularly among the aged, is mentioned in many of the Reports from the other. | 
| Distwicts. The Deaths registered from Dropsy, Cancer, Scrofula, Heart Disease, Apoplexy, Para- 
_ lysis, Tabes Mesenterica, were above the average in nnmber ; those from Childbirth, as well as 
violent and sudden deaths, were below the average. Two deaths happened from Hydrophobia. 


The Quarterly Meteorological Table has been compiled from the valuable weekly Tables 
_ supplied by the Astronomer Royal. Upon comparing the results with those obtained from: the 
observations of Mr. Henry, it will be seen that the mean temperature of the air has been a little 

_ below that of the season.

The number of deaths is 12 more than in the corresponding quarter of last year, and 
exceeds by 11 that of the last quarter, attributable to the prevalence of Hooping Cough 
and Measles. This return includes 6 cases of Hooping Cough, 7 of Consumption, and 
2 Coroner’s Inquests.

I also alluded 
to the great want of sewerage—creating large and numerous deposits of vegetable and 
animal matter in a state of decomposition, producing miasma and its certain con- 
sequence—continued fever. It is a curious fact, that the intermittent fevers in former 
years so prevalent in these districts, as to render Lincolnshire ague a proverbial 
expression, have, under the influence of steam-drainage.of the fen lands, disappeared 
almost entirely, while the NEGLECT OF TOWN SEWERAGE, above noticed, has increased 
the prevalence of what is here called continued, or Typhus fever, to an extraordinary 
amount. At the annual meeting of the Dispensary held this day the following view of 
a decennial period appears in the report.

REMARKS. 





The Quarterly Returns are obtained from 115 Districts, sub-divided into 576 Sub-Districts. 
Thirty-four Districts are placed under the Metropolis, and the remaining 81 Districts comprize, with 
some agricultural Districts, the principal towns and cities of England. The population was 6,578,912 
in 1841. 

The Deaths registered in the last quarter (ending June 30th) amounted to 38,925, which is less 
by 7116 than the Deaths in the previous quarter, and 1283 less than the average of the corresponding 
Spring quarter in the 5 years (1838-42). Allowing for the increase of the town population, the 
mortality was 10 per cent. below the average of the season. 

The reduction in the mortality has been unequally distributed over the kingdom; but as a 
general rule, it has been most remarkable in the large manufacturing Districts.

Birmingham remained the same; and in a few of the other manufacturing Districts, to be shortly 
mentioned, the mortality was above their average. 

Small-pox and Scarlatina have been epidemic in the metropolis; and towards the end of the 
quarter, 5! persons (chiefly children) died of the former, 78 of the latter disease in one week. The 
Deaths in the quarter from Small-pox were 425. 107 of the number were reported by the informants 
to have been vaccinated ; but the evidence of this would necessarily be, in many cases, uncertain and 
imperfect. Influenza has declined; and since the mean temperature has risen above 60 degrees, bowel 
complaints have become more prevalent. = 

The epidemics most frequently mentioned in the country Districts are Scarlatina, Measles, 

Small Pox, Hooping Cough, and Typhus.

the highest temperature of the air (observed) was 83° 3, the lowest 34° 0; the thermometer once 
rose in the sun to 111° 7, and fell on the grass so low as 21° 6. The mean dew point was 47° 2. 

~The quarter has been remarkable for the small quantity of rain which fell. The rain collected in 13 
weeks was only 2.31 inches; and of this, 1.55 inches fell upon the last week of June. 

The results of some Meteorological Observations by M. P. Moyle and Lovell Squire, Esqs., 
are given in another page. ‘The publication of the results of a series of simultaneous Meteorological 
Observations, made on an uniform plan in different parts of the kingdom, could not fail to be highly 
interesting. |

STATE OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH IN THE LAST QUARTER. 





“The Quarterly Returns are obtained from 115 Districts, sub-divided into 576 Sub-Districts. 
Thirty-four Districts are placed under the Metropolis, and the remaining 81 Districts comprize, with 
some agricultural Districts, the principal towns and cities of England. The population was 6,578,912 
in 1841.” 

The deaths registered in the last quarter, (ending September 30th,) were 38784; or 141 less 
than the deaths (38925) in the June quarter; and 1701 more than 37083, the average of five 
previous September quarters. Allowing for the increase of population the mortality will be found 
to be about the average of the summer quarter (July, August, September); that quarter being now 
the least fatal in the year. 


The deaths in the Merropouis amounted to 11825; which are 354 more than were registered 
in the Spring quarter, and 694 above the average uncorrected for the increase of population. Small 
Pox and Scarlatina were both epidemic. The deaths from Smail Pox in the first week of the quarter 
were 36, in the last 37; from Scarlatina 58 in the first week, 85 in the last, and 99 in the tenth. 
Measles was fatal but to a small extent; Typhus shewed a tendency to increase for the deaths from 
this disease, including what is sometimes called “common continued fever,” and “ fever,” amounted 
to 424; while the average is 352. 


In the country districts the most remarkable increase of mortality occurred in Cornwall; in 
the Redruth and Penzance districts the following were the results of registration :—

Measles and Hooping Cough prevailed in both the districts. Small Pox has been epidemic 
in many districts all over the kingdom, and has proved fatal to great numbers, whose vaccination 
had been neglected. 


The return includes the deaths of nine persons who were suffocated or trampled to death at 
Nottingham, whilst witnessing a public execution. At Stockport six persons were accidentally 
killed by the falling of a wall during a heavy storm of rain. _ 


The mean temperature at the Royal Observatory, Greenwich, was 58° 9 degrees, or 2 degrees 
lower than the mean temperature of Greenwich on an average of twenty-five years. The mean of 
the highest temperature of day was 66° 9, the mean of the lowest temperature of night 51°4; the 
difference 15° 5. The highest temperature attained in the sun was 115° in the week ending July 
27th; the lowest temperature on the grass in the same week was 40° 5; the temperature of the air 
ranged in the same week from 85° 1 to 53°7. In the 13 weeks the lowest temperature of the air 
was 40° 6; of the grass on the ground 30°0. The difference between the dew point and air 
temperature was 5°3. The fall of rain was 5° 38 inches.

An increase of 56 deaths more than the previous quarter has occufred in my district, 
principally amongst children afflicted with Convulsions. Teething, Measles, and Inflam- 
mation on the Lungs.

quarter, 1843, 290, so that I must conclude that my district is in a very healthy state, 
and has been so for the last 6 months. 


There is an increase of 20 deaths in this quarter as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of 1843, principally caused by Enteritis ; I have registered 13 from that disease, 
I consider that the district continues healthy.

*“ The Quarterly Returns are obtained from 115 Districts, sub-divided into 576 Sub-Districts. 
Thirty-four Districts are placed under the Metropolis, and the remaining 81 Districts comprize, with 
some agricultural Districts, the principal towns and cities of England. The population was 6,578,912 
in 1841.” 


The number of deaths registered in the 115 districts for the Autumn Quarter ending December 
amounted to 43,958; being an increase, of 3160 above the yearly average of five years, and 3276 
over that of the five Autumns of 1838—42. The total deaths in the year amounted to 167,708; or 
to 2.4 per cent., making a correction for increase of the Population. 


13,656 deaths were registered in the Metropolis for the quarter, and 50,423 for the year, or 
2.6 per cent. In the week ending December 21st, 1393 deaths were recorded; being an excess of 
403 above the average of the five Autumns, and the greatest number registered in any one week 
since the Registration Act came into operation. Small Pox and Scarlatina have been epidemic in 
the Metropolis. Erysipelas and Childbed Fever have also been more than usually fatal. 10 deaths 
from that rare disease Diabetes were registered. ‘The Registrars in the provinces state, the excess 
of deaths to have occurred principally from Small Pox, Measles, Scarlatina and Typhus, a great 
number of deaths have occurred from pulmonary diseases, and been referred to old age. 117 
deaths from Small Pox took place at Blackburn; 81 without Vaccination. The Registrars 
throughout the Country state that the deaths from Small Pox rarely occur after Vaccination 
performed effectually by qualified Medical Practitioners. 


In Dudley 11 persons lost their lives from an explosion in a Coal Pit; at Wrexham 5 persons 
were killed by an explosion of fire damp. In the district of Oldham 20 persons were killed by the 
falling of a fire-proof Mill. 

Districts in which the mortality was above the average of 5 Autumn Quarters, North, 
South, East and West districts of the Metropolis, Brighton, Isle of Wight, Norwich, Winchester, 
Yarmouth, Plymouth, Penzance, Shrewsbury, Liverpool, West Derby, Blackburn, Chorlton, 
York, and Merthyr Tydfil.

The mean height of the barometer (corrected) was 29.713 inches at Greenwich; the mean 
temperature of the air 42° 4; the mean dew point 39° 4; the mean temperature of the water of the 
Thames 44.°8. The highest temperature of the air was 65° 9, the lowest 21° 6. The thermometer 
never rose higher than 87° 2 in the sun; nor sunk lower than 7° 9 on the grass. The mean 
temperature of the air was 2° 6 below the average of 25 years; it. was only higher than the 
average on the Ist, 7th, 8th, week of the quarter; and in the three first weeks of December was 
so low as 31° 7, 28° 2, 37° 0, being 10° 2, 11° 5, and 3° 4 below the average; the deaths registered 
in the metropolis were 954, 1150, and 1326, (exclusive of sudden and violent deaths.) 


The rai was 9.22 inches; the greater part of which fell in the latter part of October, and in 
November; the wind in the coldest week was N.N.E., and its average daily horizontal movement 
during the quarter was 123 miles. 


The Meteorological observations from the Country, although not yet taken upon an uniform 
plan, are in many respects highly interesting; and will, it may. be hoped, ultimately end in a 
connected scheme of systematic observation, with comparable instruments all over the empire. In 
the mean time Meteorologists are recommended to consult the last jv GAIN oh the Greenwich 
observations, drawn up by the Astronomer Royal. . as
